“‘ Maggie,” said I, with my privilege of abruptly changing a th 
“read to me. There is Senaaiaee. lt it anywhere. The old, quali 
garrulous, whimsical gossip never lacks interest—cool and grateful inter- 
est, too. There is not a pulse-beat in a line he has written. You can 
sleep after him as calmly and sweetly as after an opiate; not a 
nor a haunting sentiment, nor a disquieting thought in his whole work. 
He is like a supper of porridge, light and wholesome.” 

Maggie read a little, but even Montaigne could not cool the heat so 
unexpectedly incited. It lingered and hung about her still—plunged her 
into fits of abstraction, broke out into those characteristic movements 
which I have described; and at last brought her to a fall stop in the 
midst of one of Montaigne’s humorous stories. 

“Oh, come, Maggie,” said I, “this won’t do, Try Shakspeare.” 

She jumped up, ran to the volume, opened it hastily, and began to 
read Macbeth. 

“Stop, Mag. Not Macbeth. The Thane’s wife and Maggie Dean 
have elements in common, and would run full tilt against each other, 
Like won't cure like.” 

“ Why, to an ambitious nature, would not the story of Macbeth prove 
@ warning and a cure?” . 

“No! It would prick him on! as he never was pricked before. I 
would not attempt to cure a thief by showing him a hanging; nor stop 
a murderer by the history of other murders, There are in each of us 
grains of perversity lying in wait for opportunity; and example stimu- 
lates them into activity. Convince a man that his crime is an isolated 
one, that it is out of the range of human sympathy, that depravity has 
never before reached a depth so low, and it will be horrible in his sight. 
The most forsaken cling to some link with their kind, and find consola- 
tion for their wickedness in the wickedness of others. Vice is as fond 
of precedents as a judge. Isolation is the great horror of humanity. 

“Tf intending to commit murder, I would read *‘ Macbeth.’ The sen- 
timent of crime, with its central interest, its harrowing sensations, its 
sublimity, its heroic inflation of the ue to the extraordinary, would 
gradually bring me to a grim and pleasurable contemplation of my own 
dire purpose. There is no doubt of it in my mind, Maggie. Murder in 
blank verse is fascinating, but dangerous—for we cannot see the tremen- 
dous difference between it and murder in prose. 

“Tf, indeed, all murders have not a poetical element. De Quincey, 
when he considered Murder as a Fine Art, touched the very core of the 
subject. And I will make a bold confession, Looking back at the sep 

sations I have at times experienced when seeing a murderer or a great 
criminal, and analyzing them now, I discover their main element was 
envy /” 

“Envy!” exclaimed Maggy, with an incredulous stare of astonish- 
ment. 

“Horror of the crime, of course, but envy of the man’s keener ex- 
perience of passion and fecling. Sensation is life, and any situation which 
can develop our emotions so as to magnify ourselves and intensify ex- 
istence, is a means of a higher, and therefore superior vitality. To live 
is the great aim of nature—not merely respiration, but life vibrative, 
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emotion throbs with’ecstatic feeling, every power, quality and sensibility 
of the mind or heart starts into active and vital being. See how eagerly 
we'all run after sensations and excitements, The fasvination of the bat- 
tle-field, the intense pleasures of the gaming-table, the delight in adven- 
ture and danger, the eagerness for society, all these evince the universal 
desire for enlarged experience of those powers that lie within us. Fic- 
tion, the drama, and poetry—all grew up out of this need. By the aid 
of the novel we not only live through our own sensations, but those of 
others; we extend the boundaries of life and feeling; we transport our- 
selves by the aid of the imagination into heroes, who act upon a lerger 
area and in a broader life than our own circumstances admit of. Nothing 
is so egotistical as the enjoyment of romance and poetry. It’s nothing 
more than looking in a mirror, The novel-reader crawls into the skins 
of all the heroes he admires; he fills them out, strides in them, and 
when ho glorifies the original, is secretly glorifying himself. 

“ But I tread upon ground too speculative. Turn to ‘ As You Like 

’—that is cool, dewy, pastoral and sweet.” 

Maggie read, and the gentle influenee of the most thoroughly beanti- 

ful production of the world, fell upon us both, beniguly and deliciously. 

ou might extinguish all the literature of the ante-present period, if 

io _ me ,Hamlet for my philosophy and As You Like Jt for my 
eart 

Unfortunately Maggie’s dull perception of humor shuts out one source 
of ago in “ As You Like It.” Touchstone, Audrey, and even much 
of Rosalind, are blank to her: but Jacques she enjoys with such relish 
that I envy her. I must stimulate a love of humor, however. Mr. 
Fowler shall tell me where to look for the phrenological development of 
that faculty, and—I wonder if external applications would accomplish 
anything? A cataplasm for instance ? 

Humor is a perennial source of purity and freshness to the mind. - It 
clears away the cobwebs; it qualifies the hot, rich draughts of senti- 
ment; it freshens up the sated edge of appetite; it flows through the 
whole being like a babbling stream, with verdure always green upon its 
banks. Without humor, we are either hot simooms or arid plains. 
Your Keats and your Shelleys burn themselves out for want of it; your 
Bhakspeares and your Dickenses are so irrigated by its delicious coolness, 
that they endure green and fresh forever. : 
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THE HEN THAT LAID DUCK’S EGGS. 
From “ The Lost and Found, or Life among the Poor.” 


In my visits to one of our industrial schools, I had repeatedly noticed 
two of the little girls who were perfectly notorious for their apparel and 
their behavior. Their ragged, soiled, and untidy dresses; stockings about 
their heels ; unwashed faces, and uncombed hair; with their lawless, 
disorderly conduct, would attract the attention of all who entered the 
school. They always had to be washed on coming to school; and no 
matter with what frequency they were supplied with clean and new gar- 
ments, the same process would have tobe gone through with every day. 
if they were to appear at all respectable. Their mother had been dead 
four years, and these little things had lived almost alone with their 
father, a Scotchman, a plasterer—a man of much shrewdness and intelli- 
gence, but an inveterate drunkard. 

Their abode was in one of the very wretched holes found too frequently 
in New York. It is known familiarly among the police of that vicinity 
as the “Den of Forty Thieves,” accommodoting under its roof a most 
spicy set of human animals. Here our little female rowdies were domi- 
ciled, with nothing to counteract the effect of the most hateful examples 
but the happy influences with which they were brought in contact in our 
industrial school. For more than one year we endeavored as opportuni- 
ties occurred to persuade the father to part with the children, and allow 
us to provide for them ; and several times he came to our residence with 
the avowed object of surrendering them to the Society, but as often 
would find some excuse for not doing it. 

In the spring of 1858 I learned that he was quite ill, and, from the 
description given of his sickness, presumed it was “delirium tremens.” 
I at once concluded to take the children from him, feeling that perhaps 
I had already neglected too long to do so. I could nwt call the day I first 
heard of his sickness, but on the following day I found him quite rational, 
and free from “tremens,” The little girls told me, that the night before 

wo men living in the house had quarreled, and one had knocked the 
other in the head with an axe, leaving a crack that needed a surgeon’s 
care. The plasterer went up to officiate as surgeon, and for the job of 
applying adhesive plaster to the broken head of his fellow tenant, he 
was handed a bow] of bad gin, which seemed to have the effect of quiet- 
ing his nerves. Still, though free from “tremens,” he was in a most 
miserable state; hands and limbs, with one shoulder, were stiff and sore, 
from being bitten by rats when he had lain in his delirium. 
“Having an officer with me, the children were taken before a police 


justice, who committed them fo the Society. Their photographs, taken 
immediately, show them in the condition in which they were found. 
Their tangled hair hanging in strings, dirty faces, filthy and ragged gar- 
ments, shoes without strings, make a picture which might find a thou- 
sand companions in our city. : 

Leaving the photographer’s, I attempted to put them into a Third 
avenue car. I had placed the youngest on the platform, and was assist- 
ing the other on, when the conductor began to put oif the child, saying 
“ Put them in the three-cent stage.” 

I asked, “ Why ?” 

“They are not fit to ride here, ” he answered. 

I replied they were my company, and I thought they must ride where 
I did, and, pushing them in, the car started on. There is a line of stages 
running on the east side of the city, which is regarded as a rather shabby 
affair, accommodating a multitude of poor though not degraded people 
at half price. Any person knowing the condition of these children 
would not wonder that the conductor wanted to get rid of us. 

I had repeatedly visited the miserable hovel in which this family 
lived, and always found enough to disgust and sicken. I presume the 
floor had never been cleaned since they occupied it. Sometimes I would 
find a pile of sheeps’ heads in one corner of the room, and other slaugh- 
ter-house offal on the stairs and about the house. An old hen was usually 
about the room, seeming to be perfectly at home. These little girls had 
some rather singular stories to tell our Home children, and among them 
was the one that their hen would lay three duck’s eggs every day. 





. GARIBALDIS FIRST BATTLE. 
From “ The Life of Gen. Garibaldi, written by Himself.” 


The day after, while lying a little south of Jesus Maria, two launches 
came in sight and approached us in a friendly manner, with nothing in 
their appearance to excite suspicion. I made a signal agreed on with 
friends, but it was not answered ; and then I hoisted sail, had the arms 
taken from the chests, and prepared to meet them as enemies. The 
Isunches held on towards us: the larger showed only three men on deck : 
but, when she came nearer, called on us to surrender, in the name of the 
Oriental Government The next instant thirty men suddenly rose, as if 
by a miracle, and she run up on our larboard side. I immediately gave 
command to * brace the yards,” and then tc ‘‘fire.” An active engage- 
ment then commenced. The launch being then alongside of us, several 
of the enemy attempted to board us, but were driven back by a few shots 
and sabre-cuts. All this passed in a few moments. but my order to 
brace the yards was not obeyed, for my men were new and in confusion, 
and the few who began to haul at the weather braces found they had 
not been let go to leeward, and were unable to move them. Fiorentino, 
one of the best of the crew, who was at the helin, sprang forward to 
cast them off, when a musket ball struck him in the head and laid him 
dead on deck, The helm was now abandoned; and, as I was standing 
near, firing at the enemy, I seized the tiller, but the next moment re- 
ceived a bullet in my neck, which threw me down senseless, and I knew 
nothing more until the action was over. When I caine to myself I 
found that an hour had elapsed, a hard fight had been maintained against 
a superior force, and a victory won, chiefly by the bravery of the Ital- 
ians, the mate, Luigi Carniglia, the second mate, Pasquale Lodola, and 
the sailors Giovanni Lamberti and Maurizio Garibaldi. Two Maltese 
and all the Italians, except a Venetian, fought bravely. The others, 
with two negroes, sheltered themselves under the ballast of the vessel. 

I found that the enemy had hauled off out of gunshot. I orderod 
that our vessel should proceed up the river, in search of a place of re- 
treat. When I first began to recover consciousness, I lay helpless, ap- 
parently dead, but felt as if unable todie. I was the only man on board 
who had any knowledge of navigation; and, as none of the others hada 
single idea of geography, or knew where to go, they at length brought 
me the chart. None of us had been in the waters of the Plata before, 
except Maurizio, who had sailed on the Uruguay. When I turned my 
dying eyes on the chart, [ was unable to see distinctly, but made out to 
perceive that one place on the river was printed in large letters, and at 
length discovered that it was Santa Fé, on the Parana, and thought we 
might there make a temporary harbor. So, pointing at it with my fin- 
ger, and signifying as well as I could the direction and distance, I left 
the helmsiman to himself. 

All the sailors, except the Italians, were frightened by seeing my 
situation, and the corpse of Fiorentinu, and by the apprehension of being 
treated as pirates wherever they might go. Every countenance wore an 
expression of terror; and at the earliest opportunity they deserted. In 

every bird they observed on the water they imagined they saw an 
enemy’s launch, sent to pursue them. The body of the unfortunate 
Fiorentino was buried the next day in the river, with the ceremonies 





usually practised by sailors, as we were unable tv anchor anywhere near 
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the land. I was perhaps affected the more by the sad scene, because I 
was in so feeble a condition, I bad never thought much about death, 
although I knew I was liable to it every momert; but I mourned deeply 
at the funeral of my friend Luigi, who was very dear indeed to me, 
Among the numerous poetical lines which occurred to my mind, was the 
beautiful verse of Ugo Foscolo: 


Un sasso che distingue le mie 
Dall’ infinite osse, che in terra 
E in mar semina Morte.” 


{Let a stone distiaguish mine from the innumerable bones which Death sows 
on land and in the sea.] 


My friend had promised me never to bury me in the water: but who 
can tell whether he would have been able to keep his promise ? I could 
never have felt sure that my corpse would not feed the sea-wolves and 
acaves of the great river Plata. If it were so, then I should never have 
seen Italy again; never fought for her—which was the great wish of 
my life: but then, too, I never should have seen her sink into ignominy. 
Who would have said to the amiable Luigi that, within a year, Garibaldi 
would see him swallowed up in the surges of the ocean, and that he 
would search for his corpse, to bury it on a foreign shore, and to mark 
the spot with a stone, for the eyes of a stranger? Luigi deserved my 
kind regard; for he attended me, with the care of a mother, during the 
whole voyage from Mayaguay. During all my sufferings, which were 
very severe, I had no relief but what he afforded me, by his constant 
care and kind services. I wish to express my gratitude to God for send- 
ing me such a friend. 
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THE TUSCAN PEASANT. 
From “ Life in Tuscany.” 


Poor in quality, and often scant in quantity is the food which sus- 
tains the lives of the Tuscan peasantry. When the landlord’s share is 
deducted out of their small patch of wheat, the portion that remains 
serves but for a short time to afford a supply of white bread for family 
use. In the absence of this luxury, a dark, vile-looking compound of 
rye and other inferior kinds of grain, made into a thick, flat cake or 
clumsy roll, is generally eaten. Acting upon the idea that things are not 
in many cases at all so bad as they appear, I ventured on the experiment 
of trying the unattractive-looking fare; but found that in this case at 
least, the decision of the taste fully confirmed the judgment of the eye; 
for, though I am very far from being dainty on the score of food, and 
ani even obnoxious tu the reproach of having eaten, with positive rel- 
ish, dinners which have been indignantly denounced as insults to civili- 
zation and humanity, I must in truth confess that it would require me 
to be tolerably far advanced in the process of starvation, before I should 
feel the least inclination to repeat the experiment I made on the black 
bread which constitutes the peasant’s staple food. 

The French or kidney bean forms a favorite article of food; the 
young pod is not eaten as with us, but the bean only, in its maturity. 
Every peasant has his patch of beans; and this vegetable seems to rank 
in popular estimation above the potato. Rather a strange preference it 
seemed to me; for, though I strove to divest my mind of every insular 
prejudice, and to attain to an exemplary judicial state of feeling on the 
question, | could come to no ether decision than that the merits of a 
dish of potatoes were incomparably superior to those of a dish of kid- 
ney beans; particniarly when the latter was served up in oil, the usual 
and favorite condiment to everything. 

Black bread, kidney beans and porridge made of Indian corn, consti- 
tute, it made be said, the fare of the Tuscan peasant. Occasionally he 
lias in the suinmer or autumn season a few luxuries, such as peas, toma- 
toes, cherries, figs, and chestnuts to vary his unattractive food. Milk 
he seldom tastes, for the Italian peasant’s cow is looked on as a means 
of rearing calves, and not of providing a nutritious beverage for him- 
self and family; and butter, it may be said, as a general rule, is abso- 
lutely unknown, The wife of a peasant, possessing several cows, asked 
me one day what it was, then how it was made, and listened to my ex- 
planation with much apparent interest and curiosity. The butter I used 
at the Baths of Monte Catini came some thirty miles, from the dairy 
jarins at Florence; and at Albano, a town containing several hundred 
inhabitants, the luxury was unprocurable; indeed, it is only in those 
places in Italy where the English congregate, that butter is entitled to 
take its place in the Jist of Italian produce. 


From the ordinary dinner of the Tuscan peasant an English laborer 
would turn away with a sensation of scorn and disgust, and the more 
so,.when he found that a cup of water was to prove its only accompani- 
ment. Not always, however, was the peasant solely indebted for a bev- 








erage to the neighboring well or brook, for, up to a recent period his 


vines, now worthless from the blight, afforded him a grateful, whole- 
some and strengthening drink. 
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MILAN CATHEDRAL. 


From * Highways of Travel.” 


The interior of the cathedral is imposing, from its vast extent and 
lofty height. We were there during the performance of high mass, and 
the whole space of those high arches and dim aisles vomnatal with the 
mars of the grand organ, flooding the solemn air with its billowy 
sound, 

Beneath the church is the renowned shrine of San Carlos Borromeo, 
which ‘holds in sacred darkness the bones of the patron saint, and the 
countless treasures which his faithful worshippers have accumulated on 
his tomb as the slow years go by. No description is able to give an ade- 
quate conception of the elaborate decoration of this little many-sided 
room, the sides of which are said to be of silver altogether, and are 
wrought in bas-relief representing scenes in the life of San Carlos. The 
coffin in which the remains of the raint repose is of rock crystal, which 
reflects the light like diamonds, and is encased by a ponderous silver 
cover, which is lifted and replaced by machinery. This outer coffin is 
ornamented in the same way as the sides of the room. The saint, clad 
in costly vestments, lies in his lonely resting-place, and above his hands 
is suspended a large cross of emeralds and diamonds, which flash a living 
radiance from out their dreary prison-house, and shame the feebler lustre 
of the lamps which strive to light up their dark abode, The amount of 
wealth shut up here from the light of day, is the accumulation of many 
years, and the offering of many wealthy, if not pious, hands. Princes 
have presented costly jewels, and pilgrims and dying sinners have pur- 
chased the prayers of the Church by quite substantial payments. The 
shrine is kept under strong lock and key, and covered from all chance 
of vulgar gaze, except upon high festival days, when, from a railed 
aperture in the church above, the public are allowed to gaze down 
into itssplendor. As a fee paid to the priest redeems the stranger from 
all imputation of curiosity, and makes even the possibility of heresy 
tolerable, we easily obtained entrance to the shrine, conducted by an 
attendant, who donned official robes for the occasion, and went through 
the showing of the relics with dignified gravity and politeness.

Fremont’s Exrtorations.—The Philadelphia Press says that the lora- 
tions of Col. Fremont “are shortly to be published by Messrs, ds & 
Peterson, of this city, in two volumes, 8vo., in the most beautiful style. a 
are to be superbly illustrated with steel plates and wood-cuts, engray 
under the immediate superintendence of Colonel Fremont, This work is in- 
tended to be a complete resumé of his first and second expeditions in the 
years 1842, °3,’4, anda detailed account of the third expedition during 
1845, 6, "7, across the Rocky Mountains, through Oregon, into California, 
covering the conquest and settlement of that country; the fourth expedition, 
of 1848, ’9, into enlee, down the Del Norte, through Sonora, into Califor- 
nia; the fifth, of 1853, ’4, across the heads of the Arkansas and Columbia 
rivers, through the American settlement and the Great Basin, into California— 
the whole embracing a period often years passed among the wilds of America, 
and making up a book that will add to the fame, and doubtless increase the 
fortune of the Colonel, and alleviate his disappointment in the event of his 
defeat, for a Presidental nomination,” 


A new volume by the late Margaret Fuller D’Ossoli, entitled “Life With- 
out and Life Within,” will soon be issued by Brown, Taggard & Chase of this 
city. It is prepared by her brother, Rev. Arthur B. Fuller, from her unpub- 
lished manuscripts. Uniform with the above, the same publishers will issue 
new editions of her previous works, consisting of “‘ Woman in the Nineteenth 
Century,” “ At Home and Abroad,” “ Papers on Literature and Art,” ete.—

Tu Sate or Cuear Posiications ty Giascow—tHE Goop vs. Tar Bap.— 
At the inaugural meeting of the Southern Young Men’s Christian Institute on 
Friday Evening, Mr. Duthie, of the Scottish Religious Book and Tract Soci- 
ety, detailed the steps which had been taken to supplant, as far as possible, 
the noxious cheap literature of the day by publications of a better sort. 
There are about 200 small shops in the city for the sale chiefly of chea 
reriodical literature, and about two years and a half ago, when Mr. Duthie 
sna his good work of pushing the sale of cheap literature of a healthful 
tone, only about £2 worth could be sold in a month. The Tract Society’s 
cheap publications were not given at first to any shops where cheap publi- 
cations of an immoral character were sold; but this arrangement, as Mr. 
Duthie had predicted, would not answer the purpose, and the plan was then 
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adopted of sending out the Society’s publications “‘ on sale” to the different 
shops. The result was, that whereas at first only 500 of their publications 
were sold monthly,at a cost of £2, in the month of May last the number sold 
was between 15,000 and 16,000 a month, at a cost of £85. Since the month 
of May it was impossible to tell the exact number sold, as new arrangements 
been made, and Mr. M‘Nair, the Society’s respected agent, now supplied 

the trade, white the sales from the Society’s other depot were chiefly direct 
to small shopkeepers. The sales, however, must have largely increased, for, 
in addition to the large number put into circulation by Mr. M'‘Nair, the So- 
ciety supplied upwards of £100 worth monthly to the small shops. Mr. 
Duthie stated that he had found that, at least in the case of persons begin- 
ning to purchase the cheap publications, it was not the character of the lit- 
erature which attracted them, but ~—— the big pennyworth; and he ar- 
that, since the press was one of the mightiest engines for influencing 

e masses, it was the duty of the church to provide literature as cheap as 
any that was supplied by such’ publishers as Reynolds, even though they 
should require to contribute a considerable sum yearly to meet losses on the

D. Van Nosrranp issues “ Rifles and Rifle Practice: an Elementary Trea- 
tise upon the Theory of Rifle Firing, explaining the causes of Inaccuracy of 
Fire, and the manner of Correcting it: with descriptions of the Infantry 
Rifles of Europe and the United States, their Balls con Cartridges,” by C. M. 
Wilcox, U.S. A. The author remarks; “The following pages contain, in 

art, an elementary treatise upon the theory of Rifle-Firing ; and in part, a 

escription of the rifles, their balls and eartridges, with which the infantry 
of European armies and of the United States are at present armed. In order 
that the theory of Rifle-Firing, as given, may be intelligible to all, it is pre- 
ceded by the elementary principles of Arithmetic and Geometry indispensa- 
ble for this purpose ; and it is explained ira plain, practical manner, dispens- 
ing, as far as possible, with the use of seientifie and technical terms. It is 
proper to state that but little of this work is claimed as original, it being 
composed mostly of translations from recent, and what are regarded as the 
best French publications, and such as form a part of the course of instruction 
at their school at Vincennes. It is hoped that this book may prove to be 
both interesting and useful to the United States Militia and Vehestoate, for 
whose use it was principally prepared.” The War Department have sub- 
seribed for one thousand copies of the work. 


J. 8. Reprieip ae a new and enlarged edition in 2 vols, of “The 
Poetical Works of Winthrop Mackworth Praed.” 


A. 8. Barnes & Burr issue several new educational works. ‘The Nor- 
mal; or, Methods of Teaching the Common Branches, Orthoepy, Orthogra 
phy, Grammar, Geography, Arithmetic, and Elocution ; including the Out- 
ines, Technicalities, Explanations, Demonstations, Definitions, and Methods, 

introductory and peculiar to each branch,” by Alfred Holbrook, Principal of 
Normal School, Lebanon, Ohio. The author observes : ‘‘ Multitudes of grow- 
ing teachers spend money by tens or hundreds every year, in visiting schools, 
in order, that by witnessing the operations of teachers of acknowledged abil- 
ity, they may improve or remodel their own systems.

As the work has progressed, the dif- 
ferent Parts have been brought to the test in Classes of Teachers, and have 
been found greatly to facilitate the peculiar duties and labors of the Normal 
School.” “The National Orator: a Selection of Pieces for the Use of Young 
Students in Schools and Academies,” is by Charles Northend, A. M., author 
of “ Teacher and Parent,” etc., whose aim has been “to make such variety 
as would tend to meet the wants of teachers and pupils.” Also “ Book-Keep- 
ing cage and Double Entry, simplified, and adapted to the Use of Com- 
mon Schools,” by W. W. Smith and Edward Martin.

The first of these, 
a noted work of the popular author, is an exceedingly neat volume ; the other 
in respect of general getting up, paper, printing, and binding, one of the 
handsomest little books issued from the Ameriean Press. 


Joun WixEy has got out ‘Paradoxes of Debit and Credit Demolished. 
Double Entry Results Obtained from Single Entry : Equation of Payments in 
a Nutshell. Principles versus Rules: with an effervescence from the Contact 
of Common Sense, ‘ Commercial Colleges,’ and Patronage, prepared for those 
who Thitk,” by Thomas Jones, accountant. Mr. Jones observes: “A clear, 
comprehensive, and rational exposition of Book-keeping as a whole, prepared 
for the mind accustomed to deal with principles, and comprised within the 
compass of some dozen pages, must have been vainly, sought for as a desira- 
ble and feasible substitute for the dogmatical dribbling out of the subject by 
piecemeal, through the tedious exemplification of a large volume, misnamed 
‘ Elementary Treatise.’ To present this in such a shape as to banish appre- 
hension as to difficulty in minor details—to secure the interest of the student 
in a subject from which his mind had often recoiled—to present double-entry 
to the teacher under a new aspect, indicating clearly a more rational course 
of instruction—to afford the book-keeper new and more comprehensive views 
of the subject he aims to master as a science—may indeed be thought to 
verify the pretensions of the title-page of this little work, but though the au- 
thor has striven to accomplish this he cannot adopt the usual language of a 
preface, and conclude by saying that in securing these results his highest ob- 
ject will be attained ; his great and ultimate object is to effect a much needed 
reform within the peculiar field of his labors for the last twenty years, a 
field he can describe only as a lawless territory, beyond the recognized 
boundaries of education, and most urgently calling for the controlling influ- 
ence of enlightened public opinion.” 


Tus American Tract Soctery publish “ A Dictionary of the Holy Bible : 
for General Use in the Study of the Scriptures : with Engravings, Maps, and 
Tables,” concerning which important work the publishers say: “‘ A good

graph on the art of distilling oils from minerals containing Bitumen: like the 
art itself, it is necessarily imperfect in some particulars. The difficulty of 
obtaining detailed information of methods of manufacture abroad or at home, 
is not inconsiderable, when the history and progress of an art has to be 
newly described. The position which the author occupies in the U.S. 
Patent Office (having in charge the examination of a large class of patented 
applications, involving chemical processes), has enabled him to present to 
the public this record of the origin and condition of an infant art—the well- 
furnished Library of the Patent Office having furnished him the means to in- 
dicate the state of the manufacture abroad. It is hoped it will be acceptably 
received by those occupied with, or interested in, this new branch of in- 
dustry.” 


Waker, Wise & Co. favor us with a copy of “ Highways of Travel; or, 
a Summer in Europe,” by Margaret J. M. Sweat, author of ‘ Ethel’s Love 
Life,” who says: “The following pages embody the experience of a four 
months’ journey over the beaten track of pleasure travellers in Europe. To 
most travelled Americans, every step of the way must of course be familiar.
